COUNSEL'S STATEMENT.

THE PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Conor Hogan was then examined by 
Mr. Wood. He stated that in 1925 he was

When he had been 
speaking for about ten minutes, the defendant 
pushed his way through the crowd, and said 
that. he wished to ask him a question, and 
he agreed to answer.

He had 
approached Mr. Meaney and requested him to 
withdraw in his cousin’s favour, but he was 
unable to see his way to do so, and subse- 
quently Mr. Meaney was appointed. The 
defendant then shouted in angry tones: ‘‘ Do 
you condemn the use of the gun in the case 
of Tom Meaney?” to which the witness 
replied: ‘‘Certainly 1 do; I have always 
condemned the gun and gunmen.”’ The 
defendant replied that he was glad to hear 
that, “but,” he added, “you abused your 


stood for the farmer, the labourer, and the 
shopkeeper, and I will not allow 
any man to be trampled on” The 
witness replied that for anything that 
he did on that occasion he had no 
apologies to offer. He then asked, “ Are 
you insinuating that I went with a gun 
to threaten him’”’ and the defendant said, 
“Í am not saying that; but you went to 
him by day and the gunmen went at night.” 
The witness asked for the names of these 
gunmen, and the defendant replied, “ No; 
i will leave that to you.” 

The defendant also alleged that the wit- 
ness had been out recruiting for the British 
Army during the war. The witness denied 
this: but said that he had wanted the 
British to win, as he believed then and now 
that a German victory would be bad. 

Witness, in reply tu further questions, said 
that in the June, 1927, election the de 
fendant supported the Cumann na nGaedheal 
candidate. The witness did not go forward 
for election on that occasion, a contributing 
cause of that decision being the outburst by 
the defendant at the meeting. He added 
that he heard later that a visit was paid 
to Meaney by his brothers and a man named 
Moloney. At his interview with Meaney 
their relations were cordial in the extreme. 
Neither he nor young Sullivan, for whom he 
was endeavouring to secure the position, was 
in possession of a gun on that occasion. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Rice, the 
witness admitted that he had heard that 
Meaney, after he had got the job, had to 
go to the asylum for some reason.

REVENUE APPEAL DISMISSED. 


USTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
(8EFORE MERON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) | : 

Reserved and unanuunous judgment was 
given iy favour of the respondent I the 
uppeal .n the case of March.ouess Cony nglam 
v, Xevenue Commissioners, which wus brought 
by the latter from a decision of Air. Jusuice 
Hanna, dated 13th of June last, allowing an 
appeal by way vf ‘‘case stated ' from an 
oider of the Special Commissioners, deciaring 
that £2,500 paid yearly to Marchioness 
Conyngham under the terms of the will of the 
tifth Marquis Conyngham, her son, for the up- 
keep of Siane Castle should not be included, 
as the “cmmissioners had directed, in estimat- 
ing her total income from all sources for the 
purposes of super-tax. eS 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, delivering the con- 
sidered and unanimous judgment of the Court, 
having referred to the facts of the case and 
the question of law involved in the appeal, 
said thi! in their opinion the £5,500 a year 
given under the will to Marchioness Conyng- 
ham in the terms specified was not part of 
her income at all, She was bound to expend 
it, or a stm not exceeding the £3,500, not for 
her own purposes, but to preserve the property 
of which she was the temporary occupant. 
She might decide the sum required tor the 
purpose and allocate that amount, which 
mi ht, o, might not, reach £3,500; but she 
had no power to go beyond it. In their 
Oo; inion the bequest to the Marchioness was 
bound ly a trust, and the money provided 
under 1t must be expended, or so much of it 
as might be required, upon the maintenance 
and upkeep of Slane Castle, demesne, gardens, 
pieasure grounds and appurtenances, of which 
she was to have the enjoyment during her 
life; and it did not form portion of the income 
of Marchioness Conyngham, und should not 
be incladed in estimating her total income 
from all sources for the purposes of super-tax 
for each of two years specified, They were, 
therefor: of opinion that the eppeal should 
be dism:ssed, and that the order of the High 
Court should be affirmed, with costs.

GALWAY MERCHANT’S APPEAL. 
The hearing concluded of the appeal by 


favour of the defendant. The action had

The defence was a denial and traverse, 
and a reliance on a paragraph in the condi- 
tions of sale, to the effect that the descrip- 
tion of the property should be deemed 
correct, and if any misstatement or omission 
was discovered, it should not annul the 
contraet or entitle the purchaser to compen- 
sation. The . defendant ‘also counter- 
claimed for the performance of the contract, 
compensation, if necessary, and damages for 
delay in the performance of the agreement. 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Court allowed the apneal with costs, 
holding that the plaintiff and appellant had 
relied upon the accuracy of the advertise- 
ment. They directed that the £200 deposit

EARLY ASTRONOMERS. - 
a Cen 


SCIENCE WITHOUT 
TELESCOPES. 
—-—-— 


(By W. A. NEWMAN) ' 


‘| 28th day of May is memorable in 
the history of astronomy as the 
anniversary of the first recorded eclipse 
of the sun, which cccurred on that date 
in the year 585 B.C., and is said to have 
caused a postponement of a battle between 
the Medes and Lydians. We are accus- 
tomed to believe that when Copernicus 
published his epoch-making discoveries 
and Galileo was forced to recant his 
re as blasphemous, the foundations 
of astronomical science were laid. 
Actually, however, although incessant 
warfare and intense theological _contro- 
versy. virtually crushed out scientific 
speculation during the Middle Aces, be- 
fore that time the Greeks had laid those 
foundations, and _ svstematised their 
l:nowledge to a marvellous degree. 

Undeniably some fantastic theories were 
propounded by different Greek thinkers. 
One phifosopher, for instance. asserted 
that the sun was a mass of red-hot meta! 
about three. and a half times the size of 
the Pelopoiinesus, or southern vhalf of 
Greece. 
there was a vast central fire somewhere in 
the firmament, and that the sun was an 
enormous mirror which reflected its light. 
A further theory was that the sky was a 
vault of stones, which were prevented from 
falling-em the earth by the rapidity of 
their.metion round it; while still another 
thinker wepresented the earth.as a column 
in $liape. PEudoxus, in the fourth century 
B.C., held an elaborate theory, which, 
however, is not so entirely fantastic. 
According to him, the planets rotated 
each on four concentric spheres connected 
with one another and rotating in different 
ways. The movement of these spheres re- 
presented the daily rotation of the planets 
and their motion along the zodiac. 


THALE’S TEACHINC. 


Such fantasies, however, are inevitable 
in the infancy of speculation, and do 
small discredit to the scientific genius of 
aticient Greece. Let us examine instead 
some of their discoveries which have been 
found true, or show their attempts to 
arrive at the truth as recognised now. 

The first great Greek name among 
astronomers is that of Thales of Miletus, 
the father of European thought. Thales 
taught that the stars are formed of fire. 
and that the moon shines by reflected 
light of the sun. He also taught his 
disciples that the earth is round, but be- 
lieved that it is situated at the centre of 
the universe, which moves around it. It 
is asserted also that he predicted the 
eclipse of the sun mentioned above, and 
investigated the ecliptic, or path, which 
the sun apparently describes among the 
fixed stars. 

About the same time the mysterious 
Pythagoras of Samos, astronomer, mathe- 
matician, philosopher, mystic and Grand 
Master of secret societies, whose activities 
eventually led to war between cities, pro- 
pounded very similar theories. Pytha- 
goras’s doctrine was that the earth is a 
round body placed in the centre of what 
we now call the Solar System, the bodies 
composing which move in the opposite 
direction. The historians of the time in- 
form us that this was the teaching which 
he delivered in public, being afraid to 
publish his real belief through fear of a 
prosecution for impiety. Among his 
pupils. however, he taught that the sun 
occupiés the centre of a planet system, of 
which the earth forms a part, and that all 
the planets revolve around it. Popular 
Greek opinion, like that of the Middle 
Ayes, was shocked a’ the idea that Farth, 
the home of gods and men, could be 
merely a tiny planet dependent on the 
sun for existence. 


MEASURING THE EARTH. 


Plato, the philosopher, who lived during 
the fourth century before Christ, almost 
anticipated Newton’s discovery c! vravita- 
tion when he announced that the planets 
move naturally in straight lines, but are 
forced to travel in a circular orbit by the 
pull of the sun. 

Heraclides of Pontus, who flourished in 
the fourth century BC., made a great 
step in advance when he realised that the 
apparent move of the stars from. East to 
West is due to the earth’s revolution on 
its own axis once in every twenty-four 
hours. This theory was also asserted by 
Aristarchus of Samos, who lived half a 
century later, and is famous in the history 
of astronomy for having -attempted to 
measure the size of the sun. Actually his 
calculations were incorrect owing to a 
mistake in the measurementsof.an angle, 
but they were sufficiently ‘aecurate to cor- 
rect the popular false. idehs of its enor- 
mous size and distance. 

Also in the third century B.C., 
Eratosthenes of Cyrene measured the 
diameter of the earth by measuring and 
comparing the shadows cast by the sun 
at the summer solstice both at Alexandria 
and at Syene, whieh day-along the same 
meridian. He reekétied the diameter at 
7,850 miles—a result which, Since it was 
obtained without the use of any of our 
modern exact instruments, is miraculously 
near the truth. It is only fifty miles 
short of the diameter as recently ascer- 
tained. 


AN ASTRONOMICAL PHENOMENON. 


Greatest of all the Greek astronomers, 
however, was Hipparchus, who lived about 
300 B.C. Hipparchus, in the course of 
his observations, puzzled by the inequality 
of the length of the days, investigated the 
reason, and made many important and 
advanced discoveries.. Chief among these 
was that of the astronomical] phenomenon 
known as the Precession of the Equinoxes 
—probably the most. important single dis- 
covery in the whole history of astronomy. 
In addition, he investigated and explained 
what since his time I known as the 
parallax’ of the moon, explaining the 
eccentricity of its motion by the inclina- 
tion of its orbit to the plane of the 
ecliptic. 

Still further, he calculated the exact 
length of the year to within twelve seconds 
of accuracy, and introduced the system of 
fixing a place’s position em the earth by 
means of latitude and longitude. 

Enough surely has bean said to show 
that the Greeks, wlio attained to such 
tremendous heights in literature and art, 
reached almost equal eminence in stellar 
science. It is wise, of course, to keep in 
mind that many of their statements, at 
Jeast until the time of Hipparchus, were 
only theory unsupported by experiment ; 
it has been left to recent generations to 
adduce sufficient evidence to prove their 
theorising true. Still, when we consider 
that there is no indication of their having 

such important instruments as 
telescopes to aid their researches, we must 
admit that in persevering observation and 
pure reasoning power they surpassed the 
modern world.

Wicklow’s Want of Signposts. 


I spent a pleasant week-end exploring 
unfamiliar corners of County Wicklow. 
I wonder whether other motorists have 
gone astray as often as I went through 
lack of signposts, From Wicklow town, 
I struck out for Barndarrig, and soon 
found myself at a superb height, with a 
precipitous road before me leading 
through Kilbride. Then I ran over to 
Brittas Bay, which has become quite a 
favourite seaside resort during the last 
three. years. Mr. Martin C. Maguire, 
K.C.,. has just built a beautiful little 
country house near the sand dunes. 

Later I tried to make my way from 
Ballinacarrig to Rathdrum, but after 
passing the famous ogham stone, and en- 
countering the Rev. Mr. Quigley, that 
genial Irish scholar, on his way from his 
pretty church, I found another perilously 
long hill to descend and another to climb. 
There were no signposts to indicate the 
right roads, and motoring had all the 
wild excitement of the hunt. 


Neglected Glendalough. 


At Rathdrum I saw a brightly-kilted 
pipers’ bank leading off a feis, and I 
drove along the Vale of Clara (surely the 
prettiest road within a fifty mile radius 
of Dublin) to Glendalough. I was sur- 
prised to .learn that this year fewer 
visitors than usual, other than char-a- 
banc parties, are availing themselves of 
the amenities of that restful resort. 
While everyone seems to be visiting the 
Boyne Valley, this other famous spot is 
being neglected by Dubliners. Yet, where 
are there more beautiful walks or more 
fascinating relics of antiquity ? 

In the guest book at the hotel at which 
T usually stop there always is an interest- 
ing collection of autographs, and among 
visitors of the present season I noted 
Sir Alfred and Lady Dobbin from Cork, 
Major F. E. H. and Mrs. Keogh from 
Chertsey, Lieutenant-Colonel and Mrs. F. 
H. Stanton from Quebec, Senator 
Mooney from Ohio, Monsignor Cawley 
from Los Angeles, Mr. George W. 
Thornley, leading the Goldsmiths’ 
Corporation ; the Belgian footballers, Mr. 
Clynes and Mr. Hodges. Also I noted 
the names of Professors Purcell and 
Seymour, and ten students of the 
Engineering School of University College, 
Dublin. I am told that the engineering 
students spend a week in the Glen every 
year, practising their art on the intricate 
contours of Luggela and Slievebawn, the 
Round Tower and Glendasan. 


Over the Hills to Dublin. 


I struck across the mountains by the. 
Wicklow Gap, and found that even on 
these wild uplands the roads are in a 
respectable condition ; indeed, I did not 
strike a bad mile in the whole of my 
little tour. Lough Nahanagan, the black 
pool amid precipices, reminded me of 
Kerrv. Anglers were out by the score on 
the King’s River. I discovered a very 
fine view from the last hill before you 
descend to Poulaphouca—the whole plain 
of Kildare is open beneath you. 

At Brittas I left the main road by the 
road purporting to lead to Boherna- 
breena, but again, for lack of signposts, 
I went astray, and found myself circling 
the appropriately-named Butter Moun- 
tain. Having detached myself from the 
butter, I found the concealed turning 
which leads to the Stone Cross and so to 
the pass above the entrance to Glena- 
smole. Here is another splendid scene. 
From the side of Slievenabawnoge vou 
can, see all Dublin Bay below you like 
an illuminated map. And so home, 
satiated with the splendvurs that lie so 
near to Nelson Pillar.

NEW FARCICAL COMEDY 
OF ULSTER LIFE. 


MISS MAIRE O'NEILL AND MR, 


SINCLAIR AT OLYMPIA. | 


Dublin had its first opportunity of judging 
the work of a new Irish dramatist when a 
three-act comedy, “ The Real McCoy,” was 
produced at the Olympia, Dublin, last night. 
The author is Mr. J. J. McKeown, and his 
work received a particularly favourable judg 
ment from the very large audience at the 
opening performance. 

“The Real McCoy” is farce rather than 
comedy, and obvious farce which at times 
relies on sheer knockabout work. The witti- 
cisms pall by repetition, especially in the 
first act. 

The scene is laid ‘‘ over the border.” 
Robbie John McCoy and his wife, Rose 
Anne, are familiar stage types—the good- 
natured, easy-going farmer and the brow- 
beating, but really soft-hearted, ruler of the 
house. McCoy has almost fixed up, for a 
consideration, a marriage between Maggie 
Robinson and Billy McCandless. As he is 
dozing by the fire, a young woman in fancy 
dress appears before him, and relates that 
three thousand years ago she was an KEgyp- 
tian princess who refused to marry the man 
of her father’s choice, and for this was con: 
demmed to live for ever in a temple under 
the waters of the Nile unless some man of 
his own free will offered to marry her. On 
every birthday she is free to seek that man, 
and her quest this time has brought her to 
the McCoy household. 

Robbie John’s affections are captured by 
the visitor, and when his wife appears there 
IS a serious family row,. which ends with 
Rose Anne running away for Sergeant Brown 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary. Billy 
McCandless also falls in love with the 
stranger, and she is quite willing to marry 
him offhand, while Maggie is heartbroken. 
In the end the cause of all the trouble turns 
out not to be a princess, and the tangle 1s 
satisfactorily adjusted. Largely through the 
personality of McCoy himself the interest in 
the strange happenings is well maintained. 

Two distingtished artistes appeared as 
Mrs. McCoy and her lesser half, Miss Maire 
O'Neill and Mr. Arthur Sinclair, who have 
not been seen in Dublin for quite a long 
time. The part gave Miss O'Neill very little 
opportunity of displaying that grace of touch 
associated with her work in Dublin in the 
past. Her presentation of the character was 
on the broadest lines. Mr. Sinclair, although 
occasionally inclined to loudness, was more 
of the fine comedian that we knew. Miss 
Peg O'Conor as the ' princess" was a de- 
light to both eye and ear. Mr. Harry 
Hutchinson was good as the sergeant ol 
police, and Mr. Christopher Steel’s study of 
an English Major also deserves mention. 

For a first performance the play went re- 
markably well. The author was called before 
the curtain with an enthusiasm in all parts 
of the house that expressed the complete 
satisfaction of the audience.

WORTH MORE ? 


THE LAW SAYS “YES.” 


HIGHER DAMAGES FOR 


BROKEN HEARTS. 
ae 
(By “A LAWYER.”) 


UDGES are every whit as changeable as 
J juries and, although nobody has ever 
attempted to explain the eccentricities of 
the law, women just now are learning 
some curious truths on this matter. They 
find that once again the Courts are de- 
cisively on the side of their sex, whereas 
for some few years past the cash value of 
women, as expressed in damages or com- 
pensation, has been in a state of slump. 

Three remarkable changes in the judicial 
point of view appear to have taken place, 
and neither laymen nor lawyers are able 
to account for them. Actions for breach 
of promise have been discouraged for some 
years past by reason of the insignificant 
damages, if any, awarded. Juries ap- 
peared to take a curious view of broken 
hearts and pledges, and seemed to reason 
that, if the young women were attractive, 
they would have no difficulty in finding 
other mates, and, therefore, their claims 
on a fickle love were very like petulant 
persecution. On the other hand, how- 
ever, juries reasoned that, if the faithless 
lover was wholly base, the girl in the case 
should consider herself lucky to be well 
rid of him. 

It was strangely illogical reasoning for 
traditionally logical males in any event, 
and there were, doubtless, many instances 
where something less than justice was 
done to womén. The fact remained that 
it had become almost impossible to obtain 
damages in a breach of promise action 
Solemn male commentators, both judic.a! 
and journalistic, have even written articles 
in the serious reviews predicting that 
women would soon cease to take such 
actions. 


A DtATH-BLOW. 


Yet now we have the remarkable death- 
blow to such prophecies in the fact that 
every breach of promise action brouxiit 
during the recent law terms in England 


has been successful, and in every instance | 


substantial damages have been awarded. 

Following upon this came the award of 
£10,000 damages in the Divorce Court. 
True, this was not a record, but it is the 
largest sum given for twenty-three years. 
Judged by the verdicts of the past decade, 
the cash valne of a wife and of a wrong 
done to her husband had consistently de- 
clined. The record in 1920 was £5,000; 
five years later it had fallen to £3,000, 
und in the next two years the hichest 
amount awarded was £2,000. Incidentally, 
with the remarkable drop in damages the 
past two years have recorded some of the 
lowest ever civen. 

One farthing was the value placed upon 
a wife by one jury which had been invited 
by Mr. Justice Hill explicitly to express 
the value of the woman in money. This 
was the second case in which the smallest 
coin of the realm was regarded as com- 
pensation for the loss of an erring wife. 
In another case, heard by the Lord Chief 
Justice, the aggrieved husband found the 
woman he had lost assessed at half-a- 
crown. 


INDEPENDENCE THE CAUSE. 


It is not surprising that this curiously 
consistent decline in the standard of 
damages has been interpreted by many as 
indicating that judges and juries have 
been influenced by the advance of women 
to independence. Heavy breach of promise 
(lamages belonged to an age when marriaze 
was regarded as almost the only career, 
and even the one hope, for all women. 
Large divorce awards reflected the once 
masculine sentiment that the "woman was 
the weaker vessel, easily swayed by 
emotions and glamour, and that the man 
was the chief, if not the sole, villain of 
the piece. | 

One eminent lawyer, confid-ntly de 
claied toat the day of substantia! dama ces 
in cases of broken loves or homes was past 
because of the new independence and 
freedom of women and the changed views 
upon marriage. This seemed to have be- 
come quite a popular impress?on. 


It had apparently become exceedingly | 


dificult to persuade modern juries that 
there were still women who micht he 
seriously wronged and, perhaps, broken 
for life by deceitful lovers, or that a wife, 
even though faithless, had a solid, as well 
as sentimental, value to her husband. 
Thus the recent sequence of substantial 
damages becomes of real importance. They 
suggest that juries are reverting to the 
sound old idea that women are sometimes 
worth their weight in gold or silver.

ADDRESS FROM THE ROYAY! 
IRISH ACADEMY. 


The Governor-General of the Free State 
was presented with an address by the mem. 
bers of the Royal Irish Academy when he 
attended the general meeting of the Academy, 
held in its premises, 19 Dawson street. 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. He was re 
ceived at the door by the following officers 
of the Academy, in addition to other members 
of the Counctl:—Professor R. A. S. Mac. 
alister, Litt.D. (President); the Rev. W. h. 
Westropp Roberts, D. D., Vice-Provost of 
Trinity College, Dublin (Treasurer); Pro 
fessor J. J. Nolan, M.A., D.Sc. (Secretary) ; 
the Very Rev. H. J. Lawlor, D.D., Dean of 
gt. Patrick's (Secretary of Council); Pro. 
fessor E. H. Alton, M.A. (Secretary for 
Foreign Correspondence), and Mr. R. Lloyd 
Praeger, D.Sc. (Librarian). 

There was a large attendance of members 
including Mr. E. J. Gwynn, Provost o 
Trinity College, Dublin; Mr. Hugh Kennedy, 
Chief Justice of the Free Siate, and Dr, 
Bodkin, Director of the National Art Gallery 

Professor Macalister, who presided, said 
that they were honoured that afternoon by 
the presence in their midst of the Governor. 
General of the Irish Free State, who was also 
now. by the terms of the charter, a Visitor of 
the Royal Irish Academy. He then pro 
ceeded to read the address, which. he said, 
had been approved by the Academy in ses 
sion. The address was as follows 
“ May it please Your Excellency;—We, the 
President and members of the Royal Irish 
Academy, desire to offer you our respectful 
congratulations on your assuming the high 
dignity to which you have been called. We 
welcome you specially as our highest officer, 
since. in accordance with the charter of our 
foundation, Your Excellency has now become 
Visitor of the Academy. We | 
period of your office will be dist 
increasing prosperity for our country 
a fruitful cultivation of the fields of learning 
in which the Academy is interested. 

“ Since its foundation in 1785, the Academy 
has laboured for the promotion of learning 
and the extension of human knowledge n 
almost all its branches. On the roll of our 
members are to be found the names of some 
of the ablest investigators in the mathema.

From the 
ratepayers’ point of view anything would 
be better than a return to the old system. 
On this point the citizens of Cork and 
Dublin are at one. 


The Royal Irish Academy. 


The address presented yesterday by the 
members of the Royal Irish Academy to

Month by month 
the results of research in science and 
letters are read before a critical audience 
of experts, and thus a liberal learning is 
fostered.

Modern Highways, 


The number of motor vehicles in use in 
Great Britain is increasing at the rate of 
500,000 a year, and the annual expendi- 
ture on roads amounts to no less a sum 
than £50,000,000. These prodigious 
figures show how vast a revolution in the 
very fabric of the land is taking place 
under the influence of the new transport. 
Even in Ireland, where the transport 
problem is to that of England but as the 
inch to the el], the change is obvious to 
every eye; for fine, black surfaces thread 
the land where once the dusty white main 
roads ran. There is published to-day a 
work—‘‘ Modern Roadmaking,’’ by Mr. 
Harold Bradley and Mr. C. C. Hancock— 
which deals exhaustively with the science 
of roadmaking as it is now understood. 
The authors declare that ‘‘the founda- 
tions of the old Roman roads were well 
and truly laid by some of the greatest 
engineers the world has ever seen.” We 
are made to realise that the art of road- 
making, as practised by the Romans, 
never was surpassed until our own days 
called into being the methods now de- 
scribed. Tle supreme resources of 
mechanical] science have been pressed into 
the service of the new revolution. To-day 


arterial roads are being laid in concrete, 


that is reinforced by powerful meshes ol 
high tensile steel. The concrete is of a 
new sort that hardens in four days. We 
may be sure that no Roman of old ever 
dreamed of such highways. Still more we 
may be certain that he never dreamed of 
the mechanical devices that these authors 
describe for the replacement of human 
power. There is the battery of compressed 
air drills which pierces the rock to a depth 
of 35 feet in 10 places at once.. There is 
the mechanical] navvy which does the 
work of 70 men, removing 500 cubic yards 
of soil a day, and the ultra-violet ray 
lamp which tests road material. ‘There is, 
too, the stone-crusher in wW hich steel 
hammers revolve 1,000 times a minute, 
exerting a shattering force of five Íoot- 
tuns per second.

NO MUTINY, BUT FEAR OF FIRE

The use of the word ‘‘ mutiny ”’ in the S.O.S. messages sent out from 
the Jervis Bay, after eight stowaways ran amok during its voyage from 
Australia to Colombo, was not explained yesterday when the liner reached 
According to all accounts, at no time was there any 
question of the crew siding with the eight stowaways, who were yesterday 
sentenced to 5$ months’ rigorous, confinement. They were discharged on 
the count of attempting to commit mischief by fire, as the magistrate 
doubted whether they actually intended to destroy the vessel.

THE CAPTAINS FEAR. 


The captain, in his evidence, said that he sent his first message for 
help when the stowaways were endeavouring to break through the roof of 
the isolation hospital, over which ran the electric wires which controlled 
the steering gear, and which were vital to the steering of the ship. They 
could have been easily damaged, either by the crowbar or by fire.

PASSENGERS’ PETITION. 


That someone did assist the eight 
ruffians is suggested by the fact that an 
iron bar was slipped down the ventilators 
to the prisoners, and if was materially 
with the help of this that they made their 
escape from gaol.

A writ has been issued for service on 
the British Attorney-General by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co., solicitors, Dublin,

MR. “ AL”’ SMITH’S CHANCES 
OF NOMINATION,

HOUSTON (TEXAS), Monday. 

Coats are already being discarded and 
shirt-sleeves rolled up, literally and 
figuratively, in preparation for the 
strenuous day’s work which awaits the 
delegates to the National Democratic Con- 
vention, which opens here to-morrow.

NOBILE’S STORY. 


WHY THE EXPLORER 
WAS SAVED FIRST, 


SECOND RESCUE? 


From Oun Own CorresPonpeENT. 
STOCKHOLM, Monday. 

The Nobile relief expeditions have met 
with another slice of misfortune. 

The leader of the Swedish expedition, 
Captain Tornberg, notified the Swedish 
War Office this morning, by wireless, that 
the Swedish relief aeroplane, in attempt- 
ing to rescue one of General Nobile’s crew, 
has crashed on the ice, and that the pilot 
himself is now marooned with the party. 

Captain Tornberg’s cable states :— 

“ After Lieutenant Lunborg had saved 
General Nobile and brought him to Whale 
island he returned in an attempt to rescue a 
member of the Nobile group, who was lyiag 
on the ice with broken legs. 

“ Lunborg again reached the camp, but, 
when the Fokker aeroplane was attempting to 
land on the ice, the landing gear gave way, 
and the machine crashed. Consequent!y 
Lunborg must stay on the ice with the Italia: 
party. Lunborg says that the ice floe on 
which he is marooned, with other members 
of the group and his crashed machine, is on'y 

metres in width and 300 metres in 
length.”’ 

Captain Tornberg’s message ended with 
a request that two light sporting aero- 
planes were necessary for the continua- 
tion of the rescue work. The Swedish 
Government, on the receipt of. this 
message, immediately ordered the Swedish 


Air Force to prepare two new Fokker 
machines for sending at once to 
Spitzbergen. 


JOY IN ROME.

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WHY GENERAL NOBILE WAS 
RESCUED FIRST. 
From ‘‘ Tue Times ” CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 

There was much rejoicing in Italy last 
night when it became known that General 
Nobile had at last been rescued, and 
taken in safety to the Citta di Milano. 
The first brief communiqué giving the 
news occasioned, however, some specula- 
tion as to why General Nobile should 
have been taken before his companions, 
though no one doubted that there were 
excellent reasons for this procedure. 

The publication of a fuller communiqué, 
which followed shortly afterwards, has 
settled that point. This second com- 
muniqué, giving General Nobile’s account 
of his rescue, runs as follows :— 

“ When Lieutenant Lundborg landed close 
to our tent I informed him that he was to 
transport first Cecioni, then Behounek, then 
Troiani, then myself, then Vigliere and 
Biagi. 

‘‘Lundborg refused, stating that he had 
received an order to take me first, since I 
was required to give directions for finding 
the rest of the Italia’s crew. Hé insisted 
firmly, as also did my companions, that I 
would leave first, as this would set their 
minds more at rest whatever occurred. 

“Thus, I was reluctantly compelled to 
yield and avoid delaying for two hours the 
‘departure of the machine, seeing that to 
transport Cecioni (who is injured) would be 
a far longer business. 

“Before leaving I entrusted the command 
of the group to Vigliere, who had proved 
himself fully worthy of it. 

“The moral of my companions 18 ex- 
cellent. I hope to be able soon to embrace 
them once again, and hope that it is the will 
of Divine Providence that I should see also 
the rest once again.’’ 

The communiqué adds that General 
Nobile is suffering from a fractured shin- 
bone, a distortion of the right foot, severe 
contusions and loss of blood. The 
probable period of recovery is estimated 
at 40 days. 


ANOTHER RESCUE. 


News has reached here that Signor 
Ceccioni, another member of General 


Nobile’s expedition, has been saved. 


SWEDISH REPORTS. 
From RKevter's (ORRESPONDENT. 
STOCKHOLM, Monday. 

An official report from the Swedish air- 
men, who are at present in Spitzbergen 
preparing for the rescue of the Italia 
crew, confirms that General Nobile has a 
broken leg, and has been saved by a 
Swedish military aeroplane, piloted by 
Lieutenant Lundborg. 

The same aeroplane, accompanied by a 
Swedish seaplane, the Saval, left at 4 
o'clock, this morning, piloted by Lieu- 
tenant” Lundborg. He did not take a 
mechanic with him, so as to be able to 
bring back with him two members of the 
wrecked crew, one of whom, Ceccione, is 
reported to be very seriously injured. 

On landing, Lieutenant Lundborg’s 
machine capsized, the pilot, however, not 
being injured. It is stated that the floe 
on which the party is encamped is about 
200 yards long by 300 yards wide, and 
is covered by about eight inches of hard 
snow, on which it would be possible for 
a light military aeroplane, carrying two 
people, to land. 

The Swedish Minister of Defence and 
the Chief of the Aviation Department at 
once took steps for the despatch of such 
machines to Spitzbergen. 

Lieutenant Lundborg further reports 
that the crew are well equipped, possess- 


ing provisions for two months. The 
western districts of Spitzbergen are 


enveloped in fog to-day, but the north- 
east is clear.

LATE NEWS. , 
MR. KELLOGG’S NOTE. 


THE NEW PACT. 


In a leading article The Times 
remarks:—With quiet persistence’ Mr. 
Kellogg has once more put forward, sub- 
stantially unmodified, his proposal for the. 
renunciation of war as an instrument of 
national policy, and he expresses the 
fervent hope that the British Govern- 
ment will be able promptly to indicate 
its readiness “to accept, without qualitica- 
tion or reservation,’’ the form of treaty 
now suggested. The new treaty differs 
only in its preamble from the draft pre- 
sented two months ago. Even that modi- 
fication i8 inconsiderable. It is now ex- 
pressly, instead of implicitly, recognised 
that, if any State resort to war in viola- 
tion of its pledge, it shall thereby “ be 
denied the benefits furnished by this 


treaty.”’ 
The objection which this change is 
obviously intended to meet was first

Government,’’ but these are relatively 
minor points. If they are mentioned, and 
if they form the subject of negotiation, 
that can only be for the purpose of help- 
ing to make the pact as suitable as 
possible for its purpose, and as great a 
deterrent against war as good-will and 
ingenuity can combine to render it. 

The considerations of possible diffi- 
culties that have presented themselves to 
the various European countries concerned 
are by this time well known to Mr. 
Kellogg. They do not deter him. He 
goes quietly on his way. He still desires 
the new international pact to be simple, 
clear-cut and striking, and he is obviously 
confident of ultimate success.

The refusal i a peerage by Mr, 
Whitley, the forfner m eeged came as a 
surprise to an ah rs. of the House 


of Commons last night, when the following 
official announcement was issued from 10 
Downing street :—- . 
The King,,; havi been graciously 
pleased to express wish to confer 
the dignity of a peerage on the Right 
Honourable J. H. Whitley, late Speaker 
of the House of Commons, has allowed 
Mr. Whitley to decline this honour for 

' personal reasons. 

Mr. Whitley's Secretary told a reporter 
last night: “Mr. Whitley will make no 
statement regarding the question of a 
peerage.’’ 3 

The refusal of a peerage by the late 
Speaker represents a departure from a 
precedent which has been maintained for 
more than one hundred years, The 
assumption that Mr. Whitley's decision 
may have been quite recent derives 
support from the fact that only a week 
ago the House of Commons, in recording 
appreciation of his great services, adopted 
with like unanimity a further resolution 
that an humble address be presented to 
His Majesty praying that he will be most 
graciously pleased to confer some signal 
mark of his Royal favour upon Mr. 
Whitley, and assuring the King that, 
whatever expense His Majesty shall think 
fit to be incurred upon that account, this 
House will make good the same. 


A MYSTERY. 

No intimation was made public at the 
time of the passing of the resolution that 
an honour conferred in response to the 
plea of Parliament would be declined. 

Only yesterday afternoon it was 
announced in the House of Commons by 
the Prime Minister that, in response to 
the petition of the House, the King had 
expressed his desire to confer some signal 
mark of favour on Mr, Whitley. 

Mr. Baldwin moved that the House 
should consider the King’s message on 
Wednesday. He explained that that was 
necessary before the honour could be dis- 
closed. 

For more than a century retiring 
Speakers have, without exception, been 
created peers on retirement. As will be 
seen from the following list of the ten 
Speakers who have relinquished office 
since 1817, not including Mr. Whitley, 
seven have been created viscounts:—

An authority on constifutional history 
stated that it was an old and obseure 
question whether a person could refuse to 
accept a title offered by the King. 

‘King James ihe First,” he added, 
“compelled land-owners to become Knights 
or pay fines in default of accepting the 
‘“honours’’ so bestowed. 

“That system was stopped in the six- 
teenth year of Charles the First’s reign, 
when, by a statute of Parliament, it was 
provided that no man could be compelled 
to take an order of Knighthood. I should 
think there is no doubt that a subject is 
not. bound to accept a Peerage. 

A -peer stated: ‘‘ Anyone can decline a 
peerage. There are many instances of 
people having done so. Such an honour 
is bestowed by the King, but really it is a 
recommendation to the King from other 
people.’”’

The results of the recent excavations con- 
dueted at the Hill of Uisneach, County West- 
meath, by Professor. R. A. 8, Macalister, 
President of the Royal Irish Academy, and 
Mr. Lloyd Praeger, librarian, were detailed 
in a paper read at a general meeting of the 
Academy yesterday. Professor Macalister 
aoe rf 

The report, which. stated that the 
Archmological Exploration Committee had 
been at work on the hill at intervals for the 
past two years, mentioned that Ulisneach 
became the first royal seat of the Connacht 
dynasty, which about 150 A.D. extended its 
authority across the Shannon, thus takiug 
the first step which ultimately led to their 
assuming the High Kingship over the whole 
country. It had previously been a sanctuary, 
and the centre of periodical religious 
assemblies. 

The excavation had proved in some respects 
a very difficult one, raising problems both 
of procedure and of interpretation at almost 
every stage. . The excavators were for- 
tunate in having for a time the co-operation 
of Dr. Cyril Fox, director of the National 
Museum of Wales, whose wide experience in 
work of the kind was of the greatest ser- 
vice. A very complete plan of the old 
bronze-age sanctuary was recovered, with 
traces of the feasts and of the sacrificial fires ; 
as well as a large house, dated by the few 
objects found within it to about the first cr 
second century A.D., and, therefore, very 
probably the actual palace in which the 
Connacht King, Tuathal Teachtmhar, estab- 
lished himself. : 

A model of this house had been made by 
Miss Eileen Barnes, and would be exhibited 
in the National Museum. Lantern slides re- 
presenting the building unearthed, and a 
selection of the objects found, as well as the 
model, were exhibited to the members at 
yesterday's meeting. 


A DISAPPOINTING SKULL. 

Professor McLoughlin said that he had 
reconstructed the skull found in the excava 
tions. ‘There were thirty-four fragments, 
which he had pieced together. His conclu- 
sions were that this skull was not more than 
one hundred years old, and he did not think 
that it, or any of the other human remains 
found, could be associated with the period 
under review. 

Professor R. F. Scharff referred to the 
animal remains found, and, in an interestisg 
address, showed how the early breeds of 
cattle, sheep, and dogs in Ireland differed 
from the present, species. 

Professor Eoin MacNeill, brother of the 
Governor-General, on being called upon by 
Professor Macalister to speak on the his- 
torical aspect of the discoveries, said that 
the result of the research was of extraordi- 
nary archwological importance, and as such 
it would become the subject of future discus- 
sion. It deserved more consideration before 
he could speak ‘on it. 

A VIKING SWORD. 

Dr. Adolf Mahr then read a paper on a 
Viking Sword found. near Moate. He said 3 

“ A fine iron; sword of the Viking age 
was discovered in May last during drainage 
operations in os pag Bog, near Moate, 
County Westmeath, t is in a splendid 
state of preservation, and the discovery - is 
very interesting by the fact.that it was made 
in. a crannog. It is the first time that a 
Teutonic antiquity of this type has been 
found in a Celtic settlement. The pommel 
and the guard are silver-embossed, and show 
a nice plant decoration punched into the 
silver, and filled in with some alloy. 

“The type of the weapon fixes its date 
with absolute certainty. It was made in 
about 800 A.D., in the time to which the 
Danish finds of Kilmainham and _ Island- 
bridge (Dublin) belong. But ig Westmeath 
there was no Danish influence or invasion 
but Norse piracy. The guard bears the name 
of the smith or owner of the sword. This 
name is not, however, written in. Rume 
characters, but in Roman characters, and Ait 
is not, what one might expect, a Norse name, 
but an old German name—Hiltipreht. 

“This form enables us to say that the 
sword has been made in Upper Germany, in 
Swaben or Bavaria, and found its way in 
some manner to Norway. From there it has 
been brought by some Viking to the Western 
coast of Ireland. They had an important 
stronghold of their pirate fleets at Limerick, 
on the Shannon, whence they used to ‘ visit’ 
Clonmacnoise and other settlements. Ob- 
viously a Celt got the sword after a fight or 
by peaceful commerce and brought it to their 
crannog, which is only thirteen miles distant 
from Clonmacnoise. i 

“The new crannog was obviously a military 
outpost of the big crannog oí Ballinderry, 
opened in 1844 during drainage operations. 
It was a striking accident that the best La 
Tene sword in the Museum, about 1,100 vears 
older than the Viking sword, was from this 
bigger Ballinderry crannog. * Hiltipreht ’ 
means ‘ bright in the fight,’ the German root 
© den wl corresponding with the English 
* bright.’ ’’ 

Other papers were read by Mr. E. T. &. 
Walton, Professor Joseph Doyle and Miss 
Phyllis Clinch. : 

At the conclusion of the meeting it was 
decided to refer the papers to the Council 
with a view to their publication.

BISHOP OF ARDAGH’S SPEECH. 

St. Mel’s Feis was opened by the Most 
Rev. Dr. MacNamee, Bishop of Ardagh and

Dr. MacNamee said that of late they saw 
references in the Press, and especially in the 
foreign Press, to what they called excessive 
nationalism and aggressive nationalism.

It was commonly believed on the Continent 
that Ireland was a part of Scotland. Though 
it was possible for some nations to retain 
their nationality without their language, it 
would not be possible for Ireland.

FORESTRY IN THE FREE STATE, 
LETTER FROM LORD OSBORNE 
BEAUCLERK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srg,— those of us who are interested in 
forestry will welcome the ‘bill now, being 
discussed in the Dail as constructive. legisla- 
tion which will provide the raw material 
for .what. may be in the somewhat remote 
‘future a considerable industry, and is cer- 
tainly a source of employment, though also 
of expense, in the present. ‘though we 
cannot hope to grow Scotch fir or spruce 
similar in quality to that produced in the 
climate of North-Eastern Europe, or to 
convert it on so economic a scale, or transport 
it so cheaply, there is no reason why 
sufficiently large areas of woods, producing 
a steady supply, should not prove a com- 
mercial proposition. 

There are,. however, certain aspects of the 
administration of the Forestry Department 
that have not been discussed in the Dail 
which should be considered. Since 1921 the 
Department have acquired, either by purchase 
or long lease, considerable areas, mostly of 
hill-side. In the case of leases, these areas 
were divided into ‘“‘blocks,”’ generally of 
several hundred acres apiece, the owner 
guaranteeing to hand over to the Depart- 
ment by a certain date the “' block ” cleared 
of existing plantations over a certain age. 
in my own case no plantations of over 
eighteen years’ growth would be taken over 
by the Department. In many cases in this 
neighbourhood most promising, though im-_ 
mature, plantations of ten to thirty acres 
or more, standing in these “ blocks,’’ have 
been cleared by the owner because the 
Department have refused to pay more than 
a nominal price, since they have not the 
wherewithal to pay, and require all their 
funds for replanting. 

Of course, if these young plantations had 
been worthless scrub, the sooner they had 
been cleared off the face of the earth the 
better. J wish, however, to emphasise the 
fact that in this way the Department, who 
are now acquiring powers to restrict owners 
from felling without a system of permissive 
licences, See themselves been primarily 
responsible for denuding the countryside. 
The Biblical text of remarking on the mote 
in your neighbour's eye while being un- 
aware of the beam in your own seems parti- 
cularly applicable. 

In the past private owners planted the 
most suitable lands, which are generally at 
the lower altitudes; and, in spite of owners 
having to pay more for plants, where larch 
could be grown and the woods were well 
managed, they were a source of profit. It 
is in reafforestation that there is a needless 
delay—i.e., on land proved to grow timber 
at a profit, and now partially felled, which 
the Department is allowing to lie idle and to 
deteriorate owing to the “ blocks’ not having 
been completely cleared. One can appre- 
ciate the reason for not replanting portions 
of these ‘‘blocks’’ owing to risk of damage 
from future fellings in the vicinity, or the 
disproportionate expense of fencing relatively 
small areas. In my own case, however, the 
official reason given is ‘the expense of 
altering the original lease.” Yet under- 
stand that the legal work of the Department 
is done by the State Solicitor at a fixed 
charge. 

In afforestation—.e., in planting land never 
previously planted by private. owners, 
generally at higher altitudes and less suitable 
for planting—the Department have had no 
difficulties yn the shape of existing woods, 
and have already planted on a large scale. 
With dué respett to their technical advisers, 
whether—owing to the 
species planted (spruce, Scotch and Corsican, 
which are the léast marketable, though best 
suited to this type of land); the expensive 
type of fencing used; the creation and up- 
keep of fire rides which are not fire-proof ; 
the, small sizes of plants used, with con- 
sequent expenses of subsequent cleanings for 
many years in the rank growth of the 
South—their experiments in afforestation will 
prove a commercial success. Hope springs 
eternal. in the human breast, but their 
plantations are certainly not springing on 
the higher mountain sides. 

In one case the Department have re- 
planted good land, lying on the edge of one 
of their '“ blocks,’’ from which timber can 
never be profitably extracted owing to topo- 
graphical reasons and absence of a right of 
way. This land could have been sublet 
or sold at £30 or so per acre to a neigh- 
bourmg farmer; but the Department are 
legatiy.debarred from reselling or subletting 
for other purposes than replanting. ~ Surely 
this could be remedied by legislation. 

As regards the penal clauses in the bill, 
it is all to the good to foster a sense of 
responsibility among owners of woods, and 
also to stop the indiscriminate burning of 
the mountain that goes on during dry spells. 
Nevertheless, the penal laws against owners 
neglecting to keep up their fences against 
cattle, sheep, goats—no mention is made of 
human beings; cutting down a tree without 
a licence; persons burning brush within one 
mile of an existing plantation without giving 
due notiee to the owner, etc., appear to 
those conversant with conditions in this 
neighbourhood to be impracticable, and likely 
to result in the law's remaining a dead letter.

The first bill (No. 6) provides for the 
election of members of the Senate by the 
two Houses voting together. The second 
ap 10) bill proposes the deletion from the 

onstitution of Articles 47 and 48, which 
relate to the Referendum and Initiative, and 
the third bill (No. 13) provides for the re- 
initiation or formal enactment of bills 
already rejected by the Senate. 

In order to forestall any attempt by the 
Fianna Fail Party to hold up No. 10 bill 
before its signature by the Governor- 
General, President Cosgrave “yesterday 
tabled a motion declaring the measure to be 
one ‘‘necessary for the immediate preserva- 
tion of the public peace and safety.” 

the provisions of Article 47 of the 
Constitution—one of the two Articles which 
the No. 10 bill proposes to repeal—any bill 
passed, or deemed to have been passed by 
the two Houses, can be suspended for a 
period of ninety days on the written de 
mand of two-fifths of the members of the 
Dail, or of a _ majorit of mem- 
bers of the ‘Senate, i such —de- 
mand is made to the President not later 
than seven days from the date on which the 
bill was deemed to have passed. During the 
ninety days there could be a petition for a 
referendum. 

It would have been extremely interesting if 
the bill which proposed to delete Article 47 
had been held up after its passage by means 
of the machinery provided in the selfsame 
Article, and it is probable that the leaders of

The Article was successfully invoked once 
before when the Ministry was compelled to 
suspend the operation of one of its bills for 
the prescribed ninety days.

PETROLEUM TAX. 

The new tax on petroleum oils of 4d. per 
gallon, which was next discussed, was sub- 
jected to a very pungent criticism by Mr. 
Snowden, who, in moving to reduce the duty 
to one penny, declared that the main effect 
of the imposition would be to nullify any 
advantage which industry might reap from 
the Government’s derating proposals. The 
burden would. be borne, not by the users of 
low power pleasure vehicles, but by the 
owners of heavy commercial cars which used 
enormous quantities of petrol. The tax would 
also affect the general community, as motor 
omnibus fares would be increased. and, 
generally speaking, it might be truthfully 
argued that the tax would take a 
great deal more ont of the pockets of the 
public than it would put into the Exchequer. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reply, 
said that omnibuses and chars-a-banc would 
bear a very small proportion of the tax. A 
large portion of the duty would be. borne 
by heavy commercial vehicles, which at pre- 
sent were not carrying their fair share of 
the cost of the damage they did to the roads. 

After some further debate the amendment 
was negatived by 237 to 115.

A PROCLAIMED MEETING, 


A horse of a very different colour, how- 
ever—if one may use such a simile in this 
case—is the banning by the Government 
of a meeting which was to have taken 
place yesterday at McArt’s Fort, on Cave- 
hill, a stronghold famous in the days of 
ancient Treland, and around which cling 
many martial traditions. Situated high 
up on the hill, it stands out boldly against 
the sky, when viewed from certain stand- 
points, and the warlike memories 
associated with it stir the imagination. 
It is supposed to be a favourite spot—not 
easy of access—with those of Republican 
inclinations, and it is stated that such a 
meeting took place there last year which 
passed off peacefully, a strong contingent 
of police being present. 

On this occasion the proclamation pro- 
hibited the expected gathering on the 
ground that there was reason to appre- 
hend that such an assembly of persons 
and the holding of such a meeting would 
give rise to grave disorder and conduce to 
a breach of the peace. There was, there- 
lore, no meeting, at least within a radius 
of four miles of the old fort, and the mal- 
contents now understand that, after all, 
there is someone alert in the secret service 
of Northern Ireland. No information has 
been given of the body regarding which 
the proclamation was issued, and probably 
if the meeting had been held as suggested, 
no one would have been a bit the wiser or 
the worse; but, in the words of the poet— 
Twice armed is he who hath his quarre' just, 
Thrice armed is he who gets his blow in 

“fuss 1 

Of course, the Home Ministry was quite 
justified in its action, as the Republican 
element has frequently expressed its 
hostility to ordered governement in the 
loyal province, and disloyal propaganda 
could not be tolerated. 


NO CAUSE FOR WOE. 


When one reads the jaundiced state- 
ments regarding conditions in the Free 
State made from time to time by ultra- 
Unionist leaders up here, it is refreshing 
to look towards the South and discover 
what is being said and done by their 
brethren who work and live under the tri- 
colour. Weird pictures are painted of 
the evils that would befall the Six 
Counties if unity became an accomplished 
fact, but according to their own testimony 
the loyal minority of Southern Ireland do 
not seem to be bowed down with woe.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 
SEQUEL TO RAID. 


A LLEGED FA LSE CLA IMS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
Yhomas Mannion, general merchant, 
Castleblakeney, Co. Galway, pleaded not guilty 
to forging two invoices of goods delivered to 
him by Messrs. Todd, Burns and Company, 
Ltd., by altering the dates on the invoices, 
and also to uttering férged invoices. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C.; Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C., and Mr. E. Sheehy (instructed by the 
Chieí State Solicitor) prosecuted, while Mr, 
C. Lavery, K.C. (instructed by Dr. Comyn), 
appeared for the defence. 

Mr. Carrigan stated that the shop of the 
accused man was raided on the 19th October, 
1922, when a quantity vf goods was stolen. 
The Recorder of Galway awarded £800 com- 
pensation for the loss of the goods. Sub- 
sequently an investigating officer of the 
Department of Finance, a Mr. McDonald, 
was directed to investigate the claim, and 
requested the accused man to supply him 
with his trading accounts. Mannion said 
that the only trading accounts he had were 
his invoices and his ledger, and on request 
he See the ledger and invoices for the 
period March, 1922, to March, 1923. Among 
the invoices was one from Messrs. Todd, 
Burns, Ltd., dated 28/7/22, showing that 
on that date goods had been supplied to the 
accused man to the amount of £60 7s. 7d. 
There was a copy invoice of 13/9/22, and 
the amount on this invoice was £71 14s. 10d. 
(for goods supplied by Messrs. Todd, Burns, 
Ltd.). There was no entry for either of 
these items in the ledger for these months, 
although the ledger contained items of the 
accused man's account with Messrs. Todd, 
Burns for much smaller amounts; but on the 
ióth November, 1922, there was an item 
for £71 14s. Qd. for goods received from 
Messrs. Todd, Burns, Ltd., and on the 28th 
November, 1922, there was an item in the 
ledger ot £60 7s. 7d. for goods received from 
Messrs. ‘ludd, Burns. 

The case for the prosecution was that the 
dates of these two invoices were falsified by 
the accused man in order to make it appear 
that the goods had been received by him 
before the raid, instead of after the raid. 
‘The change of the amount £71 14s. 10d. to 
£71 14s. Od. was due to the fact that one 
halfpenny. was taken into account in one 
case and not in the other. The prosecu- 
tion believed that the accused man had 
forged the invoices by altering in one case 
the figures 28/11/22 to read 28/7/22, and 
in the other the figures 13/11/22 to read 
15/9/22. 7 
SIX YEARS AFTER. 

In reply to the Judge, Mr. Carrigan said 
that the raid took place in 1922, the award 
was made in 1924, the investigation took 
place in 1926, and the trial was now taking 
place in 1928. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Certainly no man’s 
cattle are being hurried in the heat of the 


by means of a fraudulent letter. A suspen- 
sory sentence of six months’ imprisonment 
was recorded, and his father, Laurence 
McCourt, went bail for him, and agreed to 
pay back the £10, the condition being that 
the defendant would leave the country, as 
he had previously been implicated in frauds 
of a serious nature. | 

The money was not paid, and the recogni- 
sance was sought to be evaded under peculiar 
circumstances. After the disposal of his case 
the accused man crossed to Holyhead, but 
the father refused to pay the £10, on the 
ground, as he chuteahed, that his son had not 
left the country, having returned from Eng- 
land after some time. Counsel asked for the 
estreatment of the recognisance and the 
enforcement of the suspensory sentence of 
six ‘months’ imprisonment imposed upon 
Thomas McCourt. 

Thomas McCourt, the accused, stated that 
at the time of the trial he was engaged to 
be married, and he had been married since. 
The reason why his father did not pay the 
£10, he sasertadl was that he did not approve 
of the marriage. The accused man added 
that he went to Englagd with a view to 
working his passage to Canada. Failing in 
that, he came back to Ireland, and on his 
arrival he was informed that the money had 
not been repaid. Since his return he had 
lived at Swords, County Dublin. 

Laurence McCourt, the father, stated that 
he had not paid the money because his son 
had not left the country. ‘‘ If he had left,” 
he added, ‘‘ I would have paid the money, as 
si was a source of trouble to me all his 
ife. 

““H your son is sent to jail for six months 
he will come back and continue to be a thorn 
in your side,’’ remarked the judge. 

“I cannot help that,” was the father’s 
reply. He added that he was willing to pay 
the money, as he had already paid money 
incurred by his son. 

“I think you are a Peace Commissioner,’ 
suggested Mr. Carrigan. 

““I am a poor Peace Commissioner,” 
the reply. 

'“Oh, don’t say that,” said the judge. 
‘* You may not be so poor at all as a Peace 
Commissioner.” 

Mr. Justice Hanna ordered that the recog- 
nisance be estreated, and that the suspen- 
sory sentence of six months' imprisonment 
should be eníorced. 


FROM BORSTAL TO PRISON. 


A sentence of three months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, was imposed on two youths, 
named Edward Comerford and James Con- 
dron, who had returned to Dublin on being 
discharged from a Borstal institution, and 
during May last had broken into a shop at 
Kimmage road, County Dublin, from which 
they stole a quantity of tobacco, cigarettes 
and sweets. They pleaded guilty to that 
charge, and to having on another date stolen 
a cycle. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in passing ‘sentence, 
said that these boys had been previousiy 
convicted, and it was sought to reform them, 
but, apparently, they had not profited by the
